2. The board may make and enforce all necessary rules and 
regulations relative to the foregoing provisions and may deter-
mine upon the particular phraseology necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions thereof. 

3. Any person who shall violate the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdeineanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than two hundred dollars. 

Section 1636-212. It shall be the duty of the respective dis-
trict attorneys to prosecute all violations of the provisions of 
sections 1636-202 to 1636-211, inclusive. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 395. 

AN ACT to repeal chapter 96, laws of 1915, and making an ap-
propriation for the camp for tubercular patients established 
under the provisions of section 1421-30 of the statutes. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. There is appropriated eight thousand dollars, 

payable from any moneys in the general fund not otherwise ap-
propriated, to the board of control for equipment and operating 
expenses and for the payment of indebtedness incurred prior to 
the publication of this act on account of the camp for tubercu-
lar patients established under the provisions of section 1421— 
30 of the statutes.
